JOURNALISM AS A PROFES- 
SION 

Mr. Frank A- Munsey, the well 
known publisher and owner of the New 
York Daily News, the Boston Journal, 
and the Washington Times, recently 
gave a very interesting lecture before 
the students of Yale upon Journalism. 
The subject is one that appeals to all, 
and we are glad to be able to give our 
readers the substance of the address, 
though lack of space prevents our re- 
producing Mr. Munsey's lecture in 
full. 

"Practical journalism must be learned 
in the editorial room, not in the college. 
In a general way, a first-rate educa- 
tion, supplemented by wide reading, is 
the best foundation for a career in jour- 
nalism. In journalism education is the 
tool with which a man works.. lie 
cannot carve out an enduring statue 
without it, cannot even clothe an idea 
attractively. His field encompasses the 
world, and his usefulness is to a con- 
siderable extent measured by the prac- 
tical knowledge he has of this vast ex- 
panse. Education must be considered 
as the rock base on which to build. 

A man to win success in this field, 
must have a habit of accurate observa- 
tion; and though people may be sur- 
prised to hear it, Mr. Munsey assures 
them that it is a habit not commonly 
possessed, and to a journalist is ai 
accomplishment of high order. Faithful 
and effective work is not possible unless 
things are heard and seen as they are. 
Once acquire this habit as part of your- 
self and the road to successful jourrii- 
ism will become comparatively easy. 

A great thing in journalism is to 
have something to say, and to the man 
who sees, the w T orld is full of interest- 
ing themes. 

Cultivate the faculty of seeing some- 
thing interesting in everything: if look- 
ed at rightly, it is there. Style or ac- 
quired style is of minor importance. 
The besl style is made by individuality: 
given interest and individuality, and the 
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Style will take care of itself. k We re- 
ceive/ says Mr. Munsey, 'for our 
magazines, an average of three thou- 
sand manuscripts a month. Ninety-five 
per cent, of them are copies in style 
and form and atmosphere.' It is in- 
teresting to note now universally cer- 
tain authors are copied at certain pe- 
riods. Individuality and originality are 
the rarest things among the great army 
of young writers. 

To have something to say and to 
say it simply and clearly, and in your 
own individual way, that is the essen- 
tial thing in good literature- 

The practice of dictation to a type- 
writer is condemned as being so in- 
elastic^ that it robs the production of 
all individuality. The lecturer thinks 
there is no way of composing compar- 
able to the pen, with the mind behind 
it. , 

According to Mr. Munsey, a great 
field to-day for writers is that of fic- 
tion. 'There is not half enough to go 
round. Publishers all over the world 
are reaching out for both short and 
long stories, and good ones are ex- 
tremely difficult to find.' 

Don't, however, go in for poetry, 
it is a luxury for the rich, or for the 
ethereal spirit, which has few earthly 
wants. There is little or no demand 
for it/ 

'We need/ he says, 'a new school 
of nt wspaper men. They have reached 
that stage when one cannot accept an 
item of news without putting himself 
to the trouble of verifying it. Yet the 
present day reporter is no more dis- 
honest in his work than was the 
editor of a generation ago in his ex- 
treme partizan bias. The trouble is 
with the standard, not with the men, 
The first requisite in training a re- 
porter is that he shall see a thing as 
it is, and then to tell it so that it will 
read true/ This question of shading 
is one whose importance can hardly 
be over-estimated. It is the shading 
more .than the bald statement of facts 
that gives the colouring to a story 
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which constitutes the real picture the 
reader absorbs. 

It is partially in the matter of 
colouring or shading that the present 
school - of newspaper men is deficient 
and unfaithful to facts. Of course, as 
to the facts, it may also be said they 
do not always see quite clearly- 

The newspaper of the present day 
should be condensed. We are busy. 
The whole race is busy, every minute 
of the day is mapped out, and we 
work on schedule time. All classes 
alike are rushed and hurried from 
sunrise to sunset. If the movement 
toward a more concise journalism has 
not already begun, I am willing to 
hazard the opinion that it will not be 
much longer delayed. When it does 
come, we shall be a good deal better 
informed than we are to-day, tor our 
in wspapers will be small enough to 
be read and absorbed. 

Journalism is the grandest of all 
professions. Its scope is as wide as 
the world. The lawyer has com- 
paratively few clients; the doctor's 
patients do not number many more; 
the clergyman's voice reaches per- 
haps a thousand, but the writer talks 
to hundreds of thousands. 

The lecturer remarked that while 
Mr. Carnegie's work of giving 
millions to found libraries all over 
the world was a splendid philan- 
thropy, it was not comparable to 
what might be done for the people 
by establishing a chain of high grade 
newspapers. The library reaches a 
few, the newspapers reach all. 

"If you fix upon journalism for 
your life work you will enter upon a 
career which has no limitations. 
There is no calling, I believe, so 
fascinating. The youngster who for 
the first time sees something in the 
newspaper that he has fashioned from 
his own vocabulary is on the peak of 
earthly happiness- A man may weary 
of Law or Medicine, and business and 
idleness and amusement, but he will 
never cease to get pleasure out of 
writing. 
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"There is a phase of the writer's 
calling that has an elevating effect on 
him. He is all the while dealing with 
letters. He is in the field of know- 
ledge, and associates with men of 
education. 

"Association is one of the most 
potent forces in life- No man is so 
strong that he is exempt from its 
influence. The atmosphere of the 
editorial room and the library, and 
the associates one meets there, un- 



consciously quicken the intellect. 

-As college men, I am sure you have 
first-rate ability, but it does not all 
slant towards journalism or law, or 
the pulpit, or finance. Almost the 
greatest thing in life for you, as a 
fundamental move, is to determine 
the field for which your qualities of 
mind and body best fit you. Choose 
your proper sphere, and your chances 
of success are more than <good." 



McGILL WINS HER SECOND 
GAME IN INTERCOL- 
LEGIATE SERIES 

'Varsity defeated 9—7.

McGiil won from 'Varsity after a 
very exciting game at the Mutual 
Street Rink, in Toronto, on Friday 
evening last. On the whole, the 
hockey played was not good, but on 
account of the continued tying of the 
score, interest in the game was kept 
at the boiling-point. McGiil won 
and deserved to win, because they 
played the better hockey. The Mc- 
Giil team had been disorganized 
during the previous week, and was, in 
a manner, an experiment; needless to 
add, the experiment was justified. 
The visitors had never played together 
before, whereas the 'Varsity men had 
been touring Eastern Ontario since 
the first of January; nevertheless, to a 
spectator it would appear as if it were 
the McGiil train who had had the 
most practice. The Mutual Street 
Rink, which is the largest rink in 
Toronto is about two-thirds the size 
of the McGiil skating rink; this fact, 
together with the long train journey, 
did not tend at all in McGilTs favour. 

W. Christmas made a very im- 
partial referee, but he spoilt the game 
by blowing his whistle too often and 
interrupting the game so frequently 
that there was no chance for any long 
C< mtimird play. 

The first half was the poorest part 
of the game, the 'Varsity men doing 
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a lot of skating, while the McGiil men 
did not seem to know where they were 
at. In the second half the play was 
much faster and better, but the game 
was interrupted several times through 
men being hurt by colliding with the 
sides of the rink. 

Three minutes after the beginning 
of the game, during which time 
neither side seemed to have the ad- 
vantage, Brown scored the first game 
for 'Varsity. McGiil then wakened 
up, and Wurtele tied the score after 
some clever work. From the face, 
'Varsity took the puck and made a 
rush, but were checked. The McGiil 
forwards then took possession, and 
after a nice rush, Wurtele again 
scored. 

McGiil 2, 'Varsity I. 
The next game was very long, and 
was characterized by heavy checking 
together with good defence work on 
both sides. Wright several times 
tried to score on long shots, but 
Molson and Lindsay were in the way. 
Young got in some nice lifting, and 
nearly tallied several times. Finally, 
Wright scored for 'Varsity on a lift. 
McGiil 3, 'Varsity 2. 
The fifth game went to McGiil one 
minute after, Ryan scoring on a pass 
from Sims.

The next game was long; repeated 
rushes were made up and down the ice, 
Molson and Young figuring conspicu- 
ously, while Wright, the 'Varsity cover- 
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point, tried some more long shots. 
After ten minutes, Dillabough scored 
for 'Varsity just before half time. 

McGill 3, 'Varsity 3. 

In the second half the play was 
faster, and the checking heavier. 
After 3 minutes, Brown scored for 
'Varsity. 

'Varsity 4, McGill 3. 

The advantage was not long with 
the wearers of the blue and white, for 
after some fast play, Wurtele again 
scored for McGill, again tying the 
score. 

'Varsity 4, McGill 4. 

It took 'Varsity 4 minutes to get 
back the lead, when Wright made a 
rush, and scored from a side shot. 

'Varsity 5, McGill 4. 
At this stage the play was inclined 
to be rough, and delays were frequent. 
The McGill forwards were doing 
some nice work, and developing good 
combination, but the 'Varsity defence 
was good, and it took six minutes be- 
fore McGill again evened the score, 
Ryan tallying on a pass from Wurtele. 

'Varsity 5, McGill 5. 
McGill was now getting much the 
best of the game. The forwards were 
going down the ice in line, and doing 
some neat passing, Crawford and 
Sims making some very good at- 
tempts. Unfortunately, Sims re- 
ceived a nasty blow on the head, 
coming in contact with the side of 
the rink, and he had to retire, Dilla- 
bough going off to even up. When 
play was resumed, Wright scored for 
'Varsity, putting them once more in 
the lead. 

'Varsity 6, McGill 5. 
The next game opened with McGill 
rushing matters, Molson and Young 
both making fine rushes down the ice, 
when Brown gave Molson a nasty 
body check from behind, knocking 
into the end of the rink, and wrench- 
ing his shoulder badly. Notwith- 
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standing this, Molson went on playing 
after a short rest, being only able to 
use one arm. Things looked pretty 
bad for McGill at this juncture, but 
just before time was up, Young took 
the puck at his own end, went through 
the whole 'Varsity team, and scored 
on a beautiful shot. 

'Varsity 6, McGill 6- 

Time was up almost immediately, 
and the teams went in for a rest. 
The play-off consisted of each team 
playing for 5 minutes from each end. 
tn the first of these 5 minute halves 
neither side was able to score; but 
in the second, Wood managed to 
shove one through for 'Varsity after 
2 minutes of play. 

'Varsity 7, McGill 6. 

Things were again looking bad for 
McGill, there being only three 
minutes more to play, but Young was 
again equal to the occasion, and after 
a fine rush, he scored for McGill in 
1 minute, thus tying the score. 
'Varsity 7, McGill 7. 

This seemed to finish 'Varsity, and 
in 15 seconds Ryan tallied for Mc- 
Gill, making them one to the good. 
McGill 8, 'Varsity ?. 

The next game just took 30 seconds, 
Crawford scoring after some beautiful 
combination work. 

McGill 9, Varsity 7- 

This ended the scoring, and prac- 
tically the game, as there was only 
about one minute left.

BALL CLUB. 

Best Season for Years. A Third 
Team will again be entered 
in the Quebec Union. 

The annual meeting of the McGill 
Football Club was held on Friday 
evening, Jan. 30, in the Arts building. 
The Treasurer's and Secretary's re- 
ports showed that the past season 
has been one of the most successful 
in the history of the College. After 
Mr. Mohr's report upon the Burnside 
rules had been read and adopted, 
Mr. Reford read the Manager's re- 
port, in which, among other things, 
he expressed the gratification of the 
Club at the hearty support that had 
been given to the team by the student 
body. 

The election of officers for the en- 
suing year resulted as follows: —

A motion was made by Mr. Kenny 
that next autumn a junior team be 
entered in the Q.R.F.U. After a 
lengthy discussion the motion was 
carried. It was also resolved, that 
the 3rd team should have a separate 
manager, and thaj the Executive 
Committee of the Football Club 
should be empowered to apply to the 
Grounds' Committee for extra grounds 
for the use of the Junior team. 

The most important motion of the 
evening, and the one that caused the 
most discussion, was made by Mr. 
Patch, and was to the effect that the 
Constitution be so altered, that instead 
of the team being chosen by the 
Captain alone, it be picked by a Com- 



mittee, consisting of the captain, and 
two other men elected by the Execu- 
tive, but not necessarily members of 
the Executive, or of the Club. 

The arguments for and against this 
departure which were numerous were 
thrashed out at length, and the motion 
was finally lost. 

It was moved by Mr. Gibson that 
the Executive be asked to take steps 
to secure an efficient coach for next 
season. The motion was carried. 

A motion to elect the Captain of the 
Third Team was lost, it being de- 
cided that this should be left to the 
Executive. Mr. John A. Cameron 
read the Secretary's report for the 
past season, which was substantially 
as follows: — 

"For clean, fast football, McGill has 
shown this year that her Senior team 
is the equal of any team in Canada. 
During the season's play the Inter- 
mediate team also made a splendid 
showing in its series, and after reach- 
ing the finals for the championship, 
was beaten out, only after a hard fight 
by Queen's II. 

The financial aspect of the season's 
play is one of the best we have yet 
had. While this is owing chiefly to 
good fortune in having beautiful 
weather in all matches, yet it is also 
due to a great extent to the clean 
football played by the teams and to 
the enthusiasm of the students. The 
gates have shown us also that the 
public are learning to appreciate the 
football as played in the Intercollegi- 
ate Union. 

The following is a summary of 
McGill's Senior games: — 

On October 11, played 'Varsity, on 
the Campus, and lost by a score of 11- 
10. 

On October 18, played Queen's, in 
Kingston, and drew with them, the 
score being 6-6. 

October 25, played 'Varsity, in Tor- 
onto, and won by a score of 16-0. 

November 15, played Queen's, at 
McGill, and won by a score of 10-1. 
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The team was, in its championship 
games, only beaten once, and then 
only by i point. It scored in all 42 
points, and had 18 points scored 
against it. 

In addition to these league games, 
the team played two exhibition games 
with the champion Rough Riders, of 
Ottawa. 

During the) past year Messrs. 
Martin, Meindl, Boulter, Patch, 
Hamilton, Richards, H. W. Molson, 
O'Brien, McFlee, Benedict, Graham, 
Mohr, Waterous, W. Molson, Wright, 
Shillington and Capt. Nagle played 
in two or more championship games, 
and are thus entitled to wear the big 
M. 

In the Intermediate Intercollegiate 
series the following is a record of 
McGill's games: — 

Oct. 25, played Bishop's College, on 
the McGill campus, McGill winning 
by a score of 25-0. 

Nov. i f played Bishop's College, in 
Lennoxville, McOill winning by score 
of 17-0. 

This entitled them to enter the 
finals for the championship with 
Queen's II. 

On Nov. 15, played Queen's, on the 
campus, and lost by a score of 7-0. 

On Nov. 22, played Queen's, in 
Kingston, and lost by a score of 10-5. 

During the season they scored 47 
points, and had only 17 scored against 
them. Messrs. McDougall, Andrews, 
Likely, Taylor, Crosby, Inksetter, 
Hammond, Jennings, Mucklestone, 
Wilson, Sullivan, Papineau, Sharpe, 
Greey, Dowler, Cameron and Mc- 
Donald (capt.) played in two or 
more of these games, and are thus 
entitled to wear the football M. 

Although a schedule of games was 
drawn up by your Executive, and the 
different Years notified of the dates, 
yet when the days arrived the matches 
never came off, until, finally, snow 
interfered before the championship 
had been properly decided. 

This was the first year of the games 



for the Wood Cup, and it is to be 
hoped that next year the matches will 
be started early in the season, and 
that the Years will practice and train 
for them. 

To Mr. Nagle and Mr. Reford re- 
spectively belongs the honour of 
being captain and manager of your 
championship team, and no small de- 
gree of the team's success is due to 
them. For next year Mr. F. Mohr 
has been elected as captain by his 
team mates. 

During the year the Executive held 
ten meetings, the attendance at which

Treasurer's Report — Season 1902. 

The financial accounts for 1902 show 
large increases in both receipts and 
expenditure. 

The Grounds' Committee granted 
the regular $350, which is $266.23 less 
than in 1901, when extra grants were 
made to pay off the Club's debts. 

On the other hand, the total gate 
receipts show a large increase. There 
was taken in at each of the three 
Senior matches played on our own 
grounds, more than three hundred 
dollars. The 'Varsity gate amounted 
to $300.20; the Ottawa city gate, $362- 
95: while the Queens match brought 
the record sum of $503.05. Fine 
weather and more extensive advertis- 
ing were the main causes of these 
large gate receipts. 

The exnenses amounted to $1,688.12. 
the largest item being travelling, 
which amounted to $895.13, as against 
$669.25 for the year before, an increase 
of about $225. This is partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that there was 
one more trip in 1902 than in 1901. 
There was the extra item of the Inter- 
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collegiate dinner, which cost $65 net. 

General expenses, including cloth- 
ing, were about the same as in 1901, 
but considerable saving was made in 
the matter of erecting and removing 
the grand stands. Permission was 
obtained from the authorities to leave 
the stands up after the first match, and 
thus, instead of putting them up be- 
fore and removing them after each 
match, they were left up for the 
whole season. 

The total expenditure amounts to 
$1,600.23, thus leaving a balance at 
present of $87.89, out of which, how- 
ever, caps are to be bought, which will 
cost about $60.

BURNSIDE RULES. 
Why McGill did not adopt them. 

The following is the report of the 
Committee appointed by the McGill 
Football Club, to examine into the 
Burnside rules, last autumn. The 
report was adopted at the annual 
meeting of the Club. 

We beg to submit for your considera- 
tion the following report of the 
football match which was played under 
the Burnside rules on November 
22, 1902, between Toronto University 
and the Argonauts, on the Toronto 
University athletic field, and at 
which Messrs. Martin and Mohr were 
present as delegates from McGill. 

Our impressions of the rules drawn 
from the game are as follows: The 
ball is put in play during the game, by 
the snapper-back either kicking it 
forward, or snapping it back to the 
quarter, who must either pass or 
kick. In case the snapper-back or 
quarter kicks, the wings follow up in 
the same way as under the present 
rules, with the exception that a wing 
being off-side must give what is 
called "a fair chance" to the man 



catching the ball. In case the quart- 
er passes the ball to one of the halves, 
the half may either kick, pass or run. 
If he runs a rush play is often intro- 
duced — not more than three men 
taking part. The side having pos- 
session of the ball must gain ten 
yards in three downs or lose the ball, 
the distance being measured by two 
linesmen. If the half kicks the con- 
ditions are the same as mentioned 
above. During a scrimmage the wings 
may block their men, either with their 
bodies or stiff arms, the opposing 
side being allowed to use their arms 
to throw the wings aside. If the 
ball goes into touch it is scrim- 
maged. 

Now, speaking more particularly of 
of the game — the teams lined up, 
twelve men to a side, lining up as 
follows: Full-back, three halves, one 
quarter, snapper-back and six wings. 
Most of the play was done by the 
halves, they being in the game con- 
tinuously. The wings followed up 
and tackled, but very seldom started 
a play. THere was an absence of 
the beautiful and effective short 
passes along the line, which we so 
often see in our present 'games. It 
was noticeable that heavy men were 
not necessary, speed! being every- 
thing. The ball was practically al- 
ways in sight. 

From McGilTs standpoint, we think 
that this game is not suitable, be- 
cause her team is composed of heavy 
as well as light men, and we think 
that it would be foolish for us to 
adopt rules in which there would be 
such a radical change, thus throwing 
away the advantages which we pos- 
sess. There may be objections raised 
as to the outcome of the rules in 
question, but we won't go into pro- 
phesying. We might as well tell you 
that the Burnside rules as they 
read now are much the same as 
the American rules were at the birth 
of that game. For instance. the 
American game first started with the 
ten-yard rule, and then brought it 
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down to five, and then to three; and 
then interference was introduced. 
From what we can learn of the 
American game we believe that our 
own game is more suitable for Can- 
adian colleges. 

On the whole, we do not recom- 
mend the adoption of the Burnside 
rules for the McGill Football Team.

Prize Essay Contest, open to all 
Students.

The rapid 
growth and development of the fra- 
ternity system in American colleges 
and universities during the last de- 
cade have made the answer to these 
questions of undeniable importance. 

Appreciating the fact that insuf-

New York Alumni Association of 
the Alpha Tau Omega Fraternity has 
decided to give a prize of $50 for the 
best essay on the value of American 
college fraternities. 

The aim of the Association is, first, 
to get the facts, and second, to stimu- 
late research in a new field of socio- 
logical thought. The judges will be 
representative literary men, chosen 
from the fraternity and non-fraternity 
ranks. 

The contest will be governed by the 
following rules:

2. No essay shall contain more than 
three thousand words by actual count. 

3. Any student pursuing a course 
of study leading to one of the recog- 
nized degrees in an American college 
or university may enter this contest, 
whether he be a member of a fra- 
ternity or not. 

4. Each contestant shall, on or be- 
fore the first of May, 1903, mail to the 
Chairman of the committee, three 
typewritten copies of the competitive 
essay, signed in a pseudonym. He 
shall also, at the same time, send to 
the Chairman of the committee, a 
sealed envelope containing his name 
and address with his pseudonym on 
the outside. 

5. The winner of this prize must, if 
requested by the committee, give the 
sources of his information and the 
grounds of his belief in regard to all 
matters not stated upon his personal 
knowledge. 

6. Three judges, to be selected by 
the Association, shall pass upon the 
essays submitted, and award the 
prize. 

7- All essays submitted in this con- 
test shall be the property of the As- 
sociation, and may be used as the 
Association shall direct. 
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8. As soon as the judges have 
made their decision, the committee 
will notify the successful contestant, 
and the result will be announced in 
the Alpha Tan Omega Palm, and other 
fraternity publications in June.

Yale's Freshmen Younger. 

Dr. Jay W. Seaver, of the Yale 
gymnasium, has reported the results 
of the physical examination of the 
members of the Freshman class- 

The average age is 18 years, 11 
months and 15 days, two months 
younger than last year's class. The 
average weight is 135.5 pounds, aver- 
age height five feet nine inches and 
average lung capacity 277 cubic in- 
ches, as against 265 cubic inches last 
year. The average measurement of 
the inflated chest is 36.8 inches- 

The lightest man weighs 94 pounds, 
and the heaviest weighs 207 pounds. 
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The tallest is six feet 3.8 inches, while 
the shortest is five feet 2.8 inches.

Dear Sir,— I would like to remark on 
a moving article in your last issue com- 
plaining of the tendency of graduates to 
take positions in the States Pre- 
sumably, the charge only applies to 
Electricals, as the Miners and Civils, in 
the very nature of things, stay in Canada.

really Canadians, who rose in their pro- 
fession in America and are now returning. 

Even, however, if we do go purely on 
account of getting good situations, does 
not this show that the old conditions 
mentioned by our contributor still hold, 
and the greatest demand for our pro- 
fessional skill still comes from that quar- 
ter. 

If by " the fruits that are ours by in- 
heritance " he means 10 per cent, 
dividends on Canadian investments, they 
are to most of us a species of sour 
grapes, as comparatively few students are 
bothered with funds sufficient to earn 
these fruits. If lie means vacant situa- 
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tions in Canada, I do not think many of 
them have clamoured in vain for ap~ 
plicants, although his statement that 
"no man need look beyond the boundary 
of his motherland" would give the im- 
pression that Canadian industries are at 
a standstill for lack of youthful engineers. 
His protest might stand if made to 
machinists and other skilled workmen, 
for, although the demand at home far 
exceeds the supply, they can earn about 
25 per cent, more in the States than 
here. But the alien labour law. to- 
gether with the well-known reluctance 
of these men to exploit new countries, 
takes care of this side of the industrial 
question. 

The only other class of men interested 
in engineering are the investors. But 
we find that almost without except'on 
Canadian capitalists are investing at 
home, and a glance at the current 
newspapers and industrial magazines will 
show that no appeal to their patriotism 
is needed to induce them to do so.

The Royal military College. 

THERE are few national institutions of more value and in- 
terest to tbe coumry than the Royal Military College at 
Kingston. At the same time its object and the work it is 
accomplishing aie not sufficiently understood by the general 
public 

The College is a Government institution, designed primar- 
ily for the purpose of giving the highest technical insrrnc 
tions in all branches of military science to cadets and officers 
of Canadian Militia. In fact, it is intended to take th»> place 
in Canada of the English Woolwich and Sandhurst and the 
American West Point. 

The Commandant and military instructors are all officers on 
the active list of the Imperial army, leutfor tbe purp'-se, and 
in addition there is a complete statf of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such a large proportion of the College 
course. 

Whilst the College is organized on a strictly military basis 
the cadets receive in addition to their militarv studies a 
thoroughly practical, scientific and sound training in all 
subjects that are essential to a high and general modern 
education. 

The course in mathematics is very complete and a thorough 
grounding is given in the subjects of Civil Engineering, Civil 
and Hydrographic Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The object of the College course is thus to give the cadets 
a training which shall thoroughly equip them for either a 
military or civil career. 

The st rict discipline maintained at the College is one of the 
most valuable features of the system. As a result of it 
young men acquire habits of obedience and self-control and 
consequently of self-reliance and command, as well as 
experience in controlling and handling their fellows. 

In addition, the constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures good health and fine 
physical condition. 

An experienced medical officer is in attendance at the 
College daily. 

Five commissions in tbe Imperial regular army are annual- 
ly awarded as prizes to the cadets. 

The length or course is three years, in three terms of 
months* residence each. 

The total cost of the three years' course, including board, 
uniforms, instructional material, and all extras, is from $750 
to $800. 

Tbe annual competitive examination for admission to the 
College will take place at the headquarters of the several 
military districts in which candidates reside, in May of each 
year.
